One Survivor Discovered 
— Two Escape March 
of 150 Others Toward 
Manchuria.

UNSAN, North Korea, Oct. 27 
(@P)—The bodies of 29 Amer- 
ican war. prisoners—shot, bayon- 
eted and burned by the North 


Korean Reds—have been found 
beside the wreck of a long-sought 
prison train, a United States med- 
ical officer said today. 

About 180 American prisoners 
were on the train when it ran 
off the rails last Monday near 
the small Chongchon river town 
of Kujang, 64 miles north of 
Pyongyang. 

Communist guards took 30 pris- 
oners who were too badly wounded 
or ill to walk, lined them up 
along the tracks and methodically 
shot and bayoneted them. Only 
one man survived—Sherman L. 
Jones of Lubbock, Tex. 

Two More Escape. 

Then the Reds set fire to the 
wrecked train and marched off 
the remaining 150 prisoners to- 
ward the Manchurian border. 
However, two of these escaped 
and told the story of the massacre 
to Lt. Worsham B. Roberson of 
San Antonio, Tex. 

The two escaped men, Walter 
R. Whitcomb of Buffalo, N.Y., 
and Elmer N. Slater of an uniden- 
tified town in Illinois, said that 
another prisoner train which ran 
just ahead of the derailed sec- 
tion, was carrying other Amer- 
ican prisoners toward churia. 

Among the prisoners on this 
first section, they said, was at 
least one high-ranking American 
officer. 

The two sections were be- 
lieved to be part of the same 
train from which Communist 
guards removed nearly 100 other 
feeble American prisoners at

The suggestion was made yes- 

terday by Carpenter at a Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment 
meeting when the Mayor was ab- 
sent. Carpenter proposed that the 
Civil Service Commission conduct 
‘the check. 
. “This proposal will start a lot 
of unfounded rumors,” the Mayor 
said, “and will incite a lot of 
prejudice against innocent people. 
I’m opposed to it.” 

He said he thought the problem 
of checking loyalty was the duty 
of the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation and that the city should 
not attempt to interfere with that 
work. 

“If anyone has any definite in- | 
formation as to the disloyalty of | 
any person, he should turn it over 
to the FBI,” he added. “I know 
that if I suspected a city employe 
of disloyalty, I would get in touch 
with the FBI instead of attempt- 
ing to conduct an investigation 
here.” 

When the proposal was made at 
the Estimate Board meeting, 
President Charles E. Albanese of 
the Board of Aldermen questioned 
Carpenter closely on the subject 
byt agreed to back the request 
for the survey. 

Albanese said: “One of the 
hardest things to do is to deter- 
mine whether a man is a Com- 
munist or not.

GREENFIELD'S LOCUST AT SIXTH 


TESTS -FOR MINIMUM 


Does Not Apply. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 (AP)— 
A Wage and Hour pa aE 
bulletin issued today explains to 
retail and service establishments 
how to determine whether they 
are exempt from paying employes 
a minimum wage of 75 cents an 
hour with overtime beyond 40 
hours a week. 

An Administration spokesman 
said “some thousands” of the 12,- 
000,000 workers in the two lines 
would be exempt from the mini- 
mum pay requirements as a re- 
sult of amendments to the fair la- 
bor standards act. These amend- 
— became effective last Jan. 

5. 

The bulletin lists exemption 
“tests” by which an employer 
may determine if he is required 
to meet the wage-hour law mini- 
mum requirements. 

Examples of Exemption. 

Here are two examples: 

1. A laundry is exempt if it 
does not derive more thon 25 per 
cent of its annual dollar volume 
from sales of services to custom- 
ers engaged in mining, manufac- 
turing, transportation or com- 
munications. 

2. Contract telegraph agencies 
are exempted if they handle less 
than $500 business a month for a 
telegraph compapy in messages 
for the public. 

There are also these general 
tests listed for all employers 
seeking exemption under the 
wage-hour law: 

(1) The establishment must be 
engaged in sales of goods or of 
services, or of both. 

(2) Of the establishment’s to- 
tal annual dollar volume from 
these activities (A) at least 75 per 
cent must be from sales of goods 
or services which are recognized 
as retail sales or services and are 
not for resale, and (B) more than 
50 per cent must be from sales 
of goods or services which are 
made within the state in which 
the establishment is located. 

Application to Retail Firms. 

Retail firms*selling goods made 
.on their own premises would be 
exempt if more than 85 per cent 
of their sales receipts come from 
goods produced within the state. 

Other firms subject to exemp- 
tion—if they meet the law’s re- 
quirements: grocery stores, hard- 
ware stores, clothing stores, dry 
goods stores, stationery stores, 
farm implement dealers, automo- 
bile dealers, coal dealers, paint 
stores, furniture stores, restau- 
rants, hotels, repair garages, 
watch repair establishments, 
beauty parlors, barber’ shops, 
typewriter repair shops, exter- 
minator service companies and 
other “such local establishments.” 

Among those not exempt are 
warehouses and central offices of 
chain stores, and certain mail or- 
der houses.

NV NET INCOME 


$702,655,156 in 9 Months 
of 1950—Union Assails 
45-Hcur Week Plan, 
Cites Profits. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27 (AP) —| 
General Motors Corp. today re- 
ported a record net income of 
$702,655,156 or $7.89 per share | 
of the new common stock, for 
the first nine months of this 
year. 

This compared with net income | 
of $502,414,029, equivalent to 
$5.69 a share of the new common | 
stock, for the corresponding peri- 
od last year. 


Net income for the third quar- 
ter of the year totaled $2$7,377,- 
767 or $2.44 a share. 


Nine-month sales amounted to 
$5.598.769,.322 against $4,458,079,- 
585 the like periof last year. 
Third quarter sales were $1,992,- 
468,630 compared with $1,580,- 
405,459 in the like 1949 quarter. 


The third, quarter report to 
stockholders said war scare buy- 
ing undoubtedly was a factor in 
maintaining the strong demand 
for automobiles, although “there 
was evidence as the quarter end- 
ed that fear buying was subsid- 
ing.” 

In a statement issued before 
release of the new figures, the | 
CIO United Auto Workers cited 
“scandalous profits” of the indus- 
try in rejecting General Motors 
President C. E. Wilson's sugges- | 
tion of a 45-hour work week to | 
ease. manpower shortages. 

Emil Mazey, secretary treasurer 
of the UAW, said in Detroit that 
what Wilson proposes “is simply 
that workers should work five | 
hours more each week without 
being paid for the overtime as | 
recuired by law and contract. 

“The UAW-CIO will not agree | 
to any such proposal.” We have 
pointed out twice this month that 
auto and auto parts manufactur- | 
ers profits have reached scandal- | 
ous proportions. 

“If sustained overtime becomes 
necessary, certainly those profits | 
are more than enough to meet 
the overtime bill without any 
price increases either to the Gov- 
ernment or to individual car buy- 
ers,’ Mazey said. 

He noted that new car sales 
are dropping because of new | 
credit restrictions. These restric- | 
tions, along with steel and other | 
material shortages and lack of 
defense orders all point to layoffs 
and unemployment instead of 
manpower shortages, he said. 


FIRE-FIGHTING FACILITIES LAG 
IN COUNTY: BUILDING BOOM | 


The: St. Louis county building 
boom, and the critical shortage of 
large water mains and valves, and 
to a lesser degree, fire hydrants, | 
have combined to slow down the 
improvement in the county’s fire- 
fighting facilities, the St. Louis 
County Water Co. said today. 

Erwin H. Cordes, engineer in 
charge of construction, said the 
company is wrestling with the 
problem of whether to use avail- 
able pipe and shut-off valves to 
extend services to newly-built 
residential areas or to replace old 
mains with larger pipes serving 
fire hydrants in established com- 
munities. In most cases the hy- 
drants cannot be installed until 
the existing 2-inch mains are re- 
placed with 6-inch pipe, Cordes 
said. 

The company had back orders 
for 346 hydrants Oct. 1, he said. 
If it weren't for the building 
boom, he said, the company would 
be up to date on installations. 
Last year, he said, 396 new hy- 
drants were installed, and in 1948, 
a total of 460 were put in. The 
new installations have helped to 
cut down fire insurance rates in 
the communities so served, he 
said.

EPORTS that the Chinese 

Communist armies have been 

ordered to commence the long- 
expected invasion of Tibet raise 
some interesting military and in- 
ternational questions. 

From the military viewpoint, 
the basic question is whether the 
Tibetans will fight. It is true that 
they do not have much to fight 
with except rifles. But the coun- 
try is extremely difficult, roads 
are few and far between, the 
movement of large forces and 
their transport almost impossible. 
The mountain passes, which 
Chinese armies seeking to enter 
Tibet from Sinkiang must cross 
can be defended by iotemntael 
riflemen for a considerable time 
even against greatly superior 
numbers. 

Delay Reflects Difficulties. 

The long delay in transforming 
Communist threats into actual 
military movement doubtless re- 
flects appreciation of these diffi- 
culties at the headquarters of Gen. 
Liu Po-cheng’s Second Field 
Army, the Red unit reported to 
be charged with the Tibetan op- 
eration. Probably a picked force 
has been organized, given special 
physical training and training in 
mountain warfare. Some of the 
delay has perhaps been caused by 
the recruiting in Kinkiang of 
men with experience of mountain 
warfare which might be lacking in 
the average Chinese soldier. If 
the Red Chinese army has any 
pack artillery, this woyld be use- 
ful. 

In any case pack or coolie trans- 
port will be needed in great quan- 
tities, and the limitations of these 
classes of transport will limit in 
turn the size of the force that 
could be used in the advance into 
Tibet.

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Halting Foreign Ex- 

change Payments 
and Imports as 
Reserves Sag. 
By DON COOK 
The New York Herald Tribune-Post-Dispatch 
BONN, Oct. 27 
ESTERN GERMANY today 
W prepared a virtual suspension 
of foreign exchange payments 
and consumer imports in drastic 
moves to halt the drain on the 
country’s reserves at the brink of 
bankruptcy. 

These emergency measures will 
be similar to those of a bank 
which, suffering a run of with- 
drawals, closes temporarily until 
the directors have some idea 
where they stand. At the same 
time Vice Chancellor Franz Blue- 
cher has gone to Paris to ask the 
other member countries of the 
European Payments Union for an 
increase in Germany's nearly ex- 
hausted EPU credits of $320,000,- 
000 to $600,000,000. 

Germany's limited reserves of 
foreign exchange and EPU credits 
which were supposed to have last- 
ed 12 months have been going 
down steadily for three months, 
but in the last two weeks the 
drain has suddenly shot to an as- 
tronomical $8,000,000 a day with 
no sign of slackening. 

The decision to shut the cash- 
ier’s window temporarily was dis- 
cussed last night at a meeting of 
the Central Bank Council. Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenauer partici- 
pated in’ the discussion. 

The broad lines of policy al- 
ready have been laid down. In 
the immediate days ahead for- 
eign exchange payments will be 
suspended except in special cases 
to be decided individually by top 
banking authorities. In any case 
Germany will not permit with- 
drawals of foreign currency be- 
yond day-to-day foreign receipts. 

The government also has de- 
cided on a general policy of halt- 
ing all but essential imports. Con- 
sumer goods from other countries 
have been flooding Western Ger- 
many and draining reserves. New 
restrictions will in effect limit 
German imports for the time be- 
ing to essential raw materials and 
food. 

Western Allied economic ex- 
perts believe that if firm action is 
taken now the situation can be 
got in hand in two or three 
months.

For Our Schools 


The report of the Citizens’ Advisory Commit- 
tee to the Board of Education provides the board 
with a program of reforms which ought to be 
undertaken at the earliest possible moment. 


The report, at the same time, provides the 


people of St. Loufs with an excellent measuring 
rod for checking the board’s performance. With 
only relatively mipor exceptions, the commit- 
tee’s suggestions recommend themselves as good 
sense and sound business practice. 

Uutstanding is the suggestion that the unit 
system be adopted. This has been in the fore- 
front of school discussions for so long that most 
St. Louisans know it would mean putting all of 
the administrative affairs of the school system 
under a single Superintendent of Schoots, thus 
getting rid of the present costly system of di- 
vided responsibility. 

% a . 

The unit system also would help to confine 
the school board's activities to the policy level, 
instead of keeping unsalaried board members 
busy with detail about which they cannot be very 
well informed. A unit system has for a long 
time been St. Louis School Need No. 1. 

The change requires the permission of the 
Legislature. It ought not to be very difficult to 
obtain this if St. Louis really makes it clear 
in Jefferson City that such a law is wanted. 
Meanwhile, many of the less major but nonethe- 
less eminently desirable administrative reforms 
suggested by the committee can be put into 
effect by the school board under the authority 
now vested in it. In the days ahead, we pro- 
pose to discuss some of these recommendations 
in detail because the board’s attitude toward 
these economies and increases in efficiency will 
constitute an acid test of its sincerity. 


Of prime interest to the teachers of St. Louis 
are the recommended increases in salaries and 
pensions. These are quite modest when com- 
pared with salaries and benefits prevailing in 
other fields these days. The school board itself 
has raised the question as to whether it would 
not be better, so far as pensions go, to bring 
the teachers under the Federal Social Security 
system. But until this is made possible, there 
will be a strong case for adopting the commit- 
tee recommendations. The school board’s spe- 
cial committee on teacher compensation already 
has proposed a $200 salary increase. 

~ ” “a 

Salaries, of course, immediately bring up con- 
sideration of the eurrent revenues of the school 
system. These the committee clearly shows to 
be inadequate—and not just because of the rec- 
ommended increase in teachers’ compensation. 
If St. Louis wants to prevent retrogression in its 
educational standards, it seems necessary to 
adopt at least the sliding scale of tax increases 
recommended by the citizens’ committee. The 
top figure in this scale is an increase of 16 cents 
per $100 of valuation in 1954. 

Final judgment on the adequacy of the pro- 
posed tax rates must be suspended until a 
separate committee report on new construction 
is available for study. Notable in this connec- 
tion is the suggestion for “the abandonment of 
the monumental type of building favored in the 
past and in its place the development of a type 


of building which will fill the need on 4a less 


permanent and costly scale.” 

The committee report suggests possible econ- 
omiés in the maintenance of school buildings. 
These, however, seem smiall in comparison with 
what might be saved if St. Louis got rid of the 
very costly load created by segregation’ in the 
schools. The committee does not call for an 
end to segregation, but it does remind the com- 


munity that it ils “paying a high price in money, 


for segregation.” This will be magnified by the 
city’s growth and redevelopment.

But no change is seen “until a considerable 
part of the community engages in a concerted 
effort te prevail upon the Legislature to change 
the law, or the present trend of the federal 
judiciary to put an end to segregation in educa- 
tion culminates in a decision that segregation 
is discrimination in violation of the Fourteenth 
Amendment of the Constitution.” 

In very broad outline, these are the high- 
lights of the citizens’ committee report. As far 
as it goes, it is a good report. Perhaps a com- 
mittee appointed by the Board of Education 
could not be expected to look into the question 
of how the board itself is constituted. Neverthe- 
less, dissatisfaction has grown over the years 
with our system of electing school board mem- 
bers. Alternatives frequently have been dis- 
cussed. On a number of occasions the Post- 
Dispatch has suggested the possibility of adopt- 
ing a system based somewhat on the non-partisan 
court plan which combines the appointive and 
elective features. Whatever the limits on the 
committee’s jurisdiction, this problem needs to 
be considered in connection with any broad 
school reform program.

We also wish that the committee had gone 
beyond what might be called the bookkeeping 
side of the schools’ program of instruction. It 
is good to hear that it finds the qualifications of 
St. Louis teachers on a footing comparable to 
that of teachers in other large cities, and that 
the burdens of our teachers are not quite as 
heavy as some had supposed. Also, there is wis- 
dom in the hint that the teachers ought to do 
more to acquaint the community with their ac- 
complishments and their problems. 


But surely these are days in which consider- 
able attention ought to be given to what is be- 
ing taught in our schools, and how, and why. 
Demécracy depends on the solid information and 
sound judgment of the citizepry. And these de- 
pend on education—rather than on whether a 
given school system is economical or expensive. 
We recall with pertinence the way in which the 
people of Connecticut have been re-appraising 
their schools. 


This is a large order, especially when it is 
realized that the citizens’ report is the work 
of only about a dozen or so members of the 
committee. Perhaps the other 80 or 90 com- 
mittee members might have busied themselves 
a bit more. Certainly, the outlook of the re- 
port might have been broader. But we say 
again that, on the whole, the report is a good 
one.

Fortunately, this community has been spared 
the embarrassment of an ordinance requiring a 
witch hunt such as has plagued Baltimore and 
many other cities. Why, in the name of com- 
mon sense, go out of our way to have one?

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Along the Uneasy Border 


President Truman’s announcement that South 
Korean troops exclusively will occupy the Ko- 
rean-Manchurian border is eminently sensible 
and reassuring. 

The possibility of an incident that could touch 
off an explosive situation is ever present along 
this border. Only the Yalu river separates Korea 
from Manchuria, nominally a part of Commu- 
nist China but effectually under the rule of 
Soviet Russia. 

The two countries are not only close geo- 
graphically but economically, for the Manchuria 
industrialization program has been depending 
in substantial part on electric power generated 
on the Yalu river at a plant barely inside the 
Korean border. 

Minimizing the danger of an incident should 
be relatively easier with South Korean troops 
than if United States troops were occupying 
the inevitably uneasy border. The proprieties 
of the situation in the eyes of the rest of Asia 
will also be better served. No small considera- 
tion or accidental event should be allowed to 
alter the wise procedure that has been decided 
upon at Washington.

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Postmasters and Politics 


A rather brave man was required to tell the 
National Association of Postmasters convention 
here that postmasters should be taken out of 
politics, and Harry B. Mitchell, chairman of the 
federal Civil Service Commission, told them ex- 
actly that. , 

Most of the delegates to the convention are 
or have been in politics. If they had not been 
in politics, they would not be postmasters. 

The law requires appointment of candidates 
for these offices -from civil service lists, based 
on merit. But the choice usually results in ap- 
pointment from the party in power. This sys- 
tem is almost traditional, but it wastes individual 
ability, injures morale and permits inefficiency 
in postal operations. 

A major recommendation of the Hoover Com- 
mission was to remove postmasters from poli-

These three books convey, in a sense, 
the last 40 years of science fiction.

eral manager of the Pittsburgh 
Pirates and Roy Hamey, the man 
he succeeds, becomes the new 
field director of the New York 
Yankees’ minor league clubs, it 
was learned today. 
The 69-year-old Rickey, who 


officially severed all connections 
with the Brooklyn Dodgers yes- 
terday, will take over his new 
duties shortly following a meet- 
ing with Pirate President John 
W. Galbreath. 

(The New York Herald-Tribune 
carried a similir report, but in 
Columbus, O., Rickey told both 
the United Press and Associated 
Press that he had no plans to join 
the Pirates. And at Pittsburgh, 
Tom Johnson, secretary-treasurer 
of the National League club, said 
he was sure no deal had been 
made between Rickey and Gal- 
breath. 

(“I know definitely,” Johnson 
added, “that Hamey is not going 
to leave the Pirates no matter 
what Rickey does.” 

(The Associated Press pointed 
out that Rickey had been men- 
tioned as a possibility for presi- 
dent of De Pauw University at 
Greencastle, Ind.) 

Hamey, who became general 
manager of the Pirates when In- 
dianapolis banker Frank E. Mc- 
Kinney purchased the club from 
the Dryfuss interests in 1946, is 
returning to the «° organization 
where he scored his greatest 
front office success.

‘Continued From Page One. 
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‘an expedition into Tibet from the 
south, says of the mountains 
around the frontier of India 
(which are almost identical with 
the mountains farther north in 
Tibet): 

“In these regions, isolated by 
the lack of roads, there are no 
supplies that can reasonably be 
counted upon. Water is often 
scarce and far apart. Forage is 
partially or entirely unobtainable. 

Warfare in such a theater is, in 
\fact, warfare in a mountainous 
| desert, so deserted indeed in some 
parts as to be incapable of sup- 
plying the smallest wants, even 
of firewood. Apart from. the 
actual fighting, immense difficul- 
ties have to be overcome in the 
administration of the commis- 
sariat and transport services. 
| “Further, it must be borne in 
mind that in face of the warlike 
inhabitants, any hitch in the 
smooth working of the operations, 
‘any unforeseen difficulties or par- 
\tial failures, place the troops at 
once at a disadvantage which a 
brave and ubiquitous foe is not 
slow to avail himself of. As long 
as all is going well not an enemy 
|may be seen, but the moment mat- 
‘ters go wrong for want of sup- 
| plies or other reasons, making a 
retreat or even a cessation of hos- 
tilities necessary, it will be found 
|that every rock and boulder holds 
ra concealed enemy, and thous- 
‘ands of armed men will appear 
‘as if by magic to threaten the 
| flanks and rear of the invaders. 
To even highly trained and vet- 
eran troops a retreat under such 
circumstances is a most trying 
ordeal.” 
| Of course it remains to be seen 
| whether Chinese armies can meet 
these conditions and overcome 
them, and whether the Tibetans 
will fight with the same deter- 
mination that mountaineers on the 
frontiers of India have shown 
against British forces in the past. 

India, Pakistan Would Help. 

' But it should be abundantly 
clear upon a moment's reflection 
that if the Tibetans were to re- 
ceive assistance from neighboring 
countries who possess troops and 
leaders specially skilled in moun- 

_tain warfare, with pack artillery. 
pack transport and officers trained 
in the difficulties of mountain 
logistics, the whole situation 
| would be drastically altered. 

The neighboring countries so 
‘equipped are, of course, India 
and Pakistan. (Pakistan has no 
frontier with Tibet at present, 
| but is vitally interested in the fu- 
‘ture of disputed Kashmir. which 
has a long stretch of Tibetan 
It is not too much to

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ENNESSEE WILLIAMS’S “THE GLASS MENAGERIE,” 
now showing at the AMBASSADOR THEATER, doesn’t 
come off with quite the luminosity as a movie that it had 
&s a stage play. But it is still a sensitive, penetrating and 
ofttimes touching drama that is head and 

shoulders above the average film. 
Understandably, Williams, who collabo- 
rated on the screenplay, and Director Irving 
Rapper wanted to get away from the one- 
set proportions ‘of the stage play and give it 
a little more movement. But in doing so, 
they have somewhat upset the somber, dream- 
like mood of the play, with its drab and shadowy background. 
For mood is a fragile and tenuous thing, easily frightened 
away. What they have given us instead is a little more realism, 
a little more sentiment, less acid and a more hopeful ending. 
But as it is, Williams still delves to the hearts of his people 
in a mean and dingy little St. Louis apartment and projects 

them into a sharp focus. 

The film is vivid with fine performances. Gertrude 
Lawrence, with a convincing Mississippi accent to replace her 
usual Mayfair tones, does a wonderful job of the mother, a 
worn and slightly shabby creature living in the illusions of a 
girlhood in which she pictures herself as a storybook Southern 
belle. The character has been softened at times, made more 
sympathetic, so that some unevenness results, Originally, as 
done by Laurette Taylor and Pauline Lord on the stage, it 
was a cruelly devastating portrayal of a woman whose refusal 
to accept reality and constant smothering of those about her 
in the opium of her daydreams was destroying them. Her 
personable husband had long since refused to accept this 
domination and had skipped out. Her more responsible son, 
writhing under the gatrulous tyranny and unhappy with a 
routine job at a shoe factory, seeks escape in movies and longs 
for the day when he too can flee and roam the world. The 
crippled daughter, driven into a pathological shyness by her 
infirmity and her mother’s. determination to recreate her in 
her own fancied image as a belle, is hurt most. But in this 
screen version there are times when Amanda, the mother, 
almost seems to, swing to the other end of the pendulum as 
an indomitable old girl who keeps fighting admirably against 
misfortune and poverty. However; this unevenness aside, Miss 
Lawrence’s humanness and desperation are startlingly real. 
It is one of the best acting jobs of the year.

Arthur Kennedy is almost equally as fine as the son. Kirk 
Douglas's “gentleman-caller” from the shoe factory, a would-be 
Rotarian go-getter who doesn’t quite know how to make the 
grade, is also well done, unctuous but kindly. Jane Wyman’s 
daughter is slightly unreal, but that is inherent in the role; 
she gets the necessary pathos out of it. 

Sometimes the added shots detract from the play. For 
instance, the illustrating of Amanda’s tall story of how as a 
young lady she had 17 handsome gentlemen callers in one day 
seems unnecessary (probably it was inserted to give Miss 
Lawrence a chance to look glamorous), and detracts from the 
cynical and weary reception of the story by her children. In- 
terjection of routine comedy shots showing her listening at 
the door while the “gentleman-caller” talks to the daughter 
in the parlor and gently tries to draw her out of her painful 
shyness, interrupts the delicate poignancy of the scene, and 
it doesn’t get into balance until it Is moved into the dance- 
hall across the alley. 

Purely of local interest, there are several outdoor shots 
taken on Olive street, at the Zoo and at the Art Museum, which 
authentically establish the St. Louis locale. 


Fighting a Minority Problem 
“RIGHT CROSS,” which opens at LOEW’S STATE THEA- 


TER tomorrow, is a prize-gighting film which manages to 
embrace another current fashion in movies—examination of a 
minority problem. The hero, Ricardo Montalban, is a moody 
middleweight champion who is continually 
aware, despite his affluence, of his Mexican- 
American background in California... He is 
haunted by the idea that if he loses the cham- 
pionship without amassing a fortune he will 
have to return to menial jobs allotted his 
people, and will lose his girl (June Allyson), 
whom he suspects:loves him merely because 
he is champ. All the assurances of the one gringo he trusts, a 
sportswriter friend (Dick Powell) don’t convince him, and only 
after he loses the championship does he realize he won't be 
deserted. 

While this is not another “The Set-Up,” or “Champion,” 
it is one of the better boxing films. Its dialogue is terse and 
realistic, its story and situations hold up, and it is believably 
acted by all concerned. But, like every other movie of its type, 
it depends on the big fight for its climactic bang, That is fine 
when the bout is as well staged and exciting as it is here. 
Mr. Montalban, a well-muscled young man, is quite convincing 
as a champion fighter, with the exception, of course, of a 
visage too handsome to have survived a ring career. 


Hardly Distinguished for Originality

HEN you consider discarding 
in the early stages of a hand, 
you always come back to one 
When you have 


made sooner or later, make them 
soon, when they can do the least 
damage. At the start, the pack 
is not big and it won’t hurt so 
much to lose it. 


Suppose you pick up this hand: 3 


You need only 50. You have 
drawn, you can’t meld 50—and 
wouldn't if you could—and you 
have only to select a discard. 


The two black threes are invit- 
ing; they are safe discards, and 
they don’t help you to get the 
pack or to meld, But there is a 
probability that you will need 
their safeness more in a couple 
of rounds. At present there are 
only two or three cards in the 
discard pile, and it won't hurt to 
lose it. 

So you throw your five, an ob- 

vious discard; and on the next 
round you will probably let the 
queen go, saving the threes for 
the third and fourth rounds. 
* We have so often written about 
discarding from three of a kind 
that some may ask, why not 
throw a seven? In this case you 
can’t afford to let a seven go. 
Within a round or two your right- 
hand apponent is not likely to 
discard a seven to you. Unless 
you have all three sevens still in 
your hand you won't be able to 
take it because your meld won't 
total 50 without it. Save the 
sevens until you draw a wild card, 
or @dnother matching card.

Book on ‘How to Survive Atomic Bomb. 


Author Says Weapon Is Not as Terrible as Many People Imagine, Gives Simple Rules to Follow.

will provide entertainment you . 


can't afford to miss, but he does 
say that your chances of coming 
through it are “excellent.” 

“One atomic bomb dropped on 
New York City would probably 
kill at most one in 100 people 
there,” he ventures. And in Wash- 
ington, he asserts, “The big Gov- 
ernment buildings there are un- 
usually strong and would not be 
completely knocked down. Even 
if the bomb went off directly over 
them, most of their basements 
would give complete protection.” 

In “How to Survive an Atomic 
Bomb,” published jointly by Com- 
bat Forces Press, Rinehart & Co. 
and Bantam Books, Inc., the au- 
thor lays down a set of easily 
understood, commonsense rules 
the individual can follow in case 
of attack. He also explodes some 
of the myths which have become 
current about the terror of the 
bomb, particularly the dangers 
of radiation. The A-bomb, this 
expert insists, is a terrible weap- 
on—but it is not nearly as ter- 
rible as many people imagine. 

To illustrate this view he cites 
a herd of about 50 cows hit: by 
“fall-out” from the cloud started 
by the first bomb explosion in 
New Mexico. Sore. spots — or 
“burns”—appeared on their backs 
and the Government purchased 
the herd to study it. 

“All the animals recovered,” 
Dr. Gerstell reports. “Except for 
flecks of gray hair on their hide, 
they now look like any other 
cows. In addition, 49 of those 50 
cows have since given birth to 
calves—a total of 57 calves. 
Every single calf was perfectly 
normal.” 

The writer says it is untrue 
that exposure to radiation will in- 
evitably make you sick or kill 
you. 

“The men at Bikini, working 
under careful supervision * of 
trained men with Geiger count- 
ers, took some radiation day after 
day,” he relates. “They even got 
“bomb ashes’ in their hair. But 
not one of these 42,000 men got 
sick from radiation.” 

The sun, the stars and even 
your watch give off some radia- 
tion all the time, Dr. Gerstell ex- 
plains, but mever enough to do 
anybody any damage. 

He takes a dim view of every- 
body rushing out to buy Geiger 
counters, as has been suggested 
by some authorities. He suggests 
leaving the use of these radiation 
detectors to trained crews. 

Within the first half-mile of an 
A-bomb blast there will be ter- 
rible damage, Dr. Gerstell con- 
cedes, but even the upper frame-

The 
heat causes “flash burns” that may 
kill unprotected persons near the 
explosion, but there is protection 
against these burns. The heat 
flash will often bounce off loose- 
fitting, light-colored clothes. In 
Japanese raids, for instance, men 
wearing shirts with dark patterns 
would be burned under them— 
but not under the light portions.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 

HERE is a very interesting re- 

port put out by the New York 

State Joint Legislative Com- 
mittee’ on problems of the aged, 
which bears the inscription, 
“Young at Any Age.” I like the 
opening paragraph of the intro- 
duction by Senator Thomas C. 
Desmond, who was chairman of 
the committee. It reads: “If 
youth must be served, age merits 
its own rewards. For it has 
served. And is eager to continue 
serving.” 

We discovered during the war 
how well people who previously 
had been dismissed from active 
work could resume doing that 
work. It is perfectly understand- 
able that large corporations pre- 
fer their employes on the whole, 
to be young, particularly when 
they bring them into service. But 
it seems to me that the retire- 
ment age should come in line 


‘ with the individual’s health, not 


in line with his age. Some men 
and women at 70 are not much 
older than they were at 55, and 
some at 55 are not as vigorous or 
alert as 70-year-olds. 

There are problems, of course, 
of those who must retire or slow 
up to a great extent—what recre- 
ations can be provided for them, 
what hobbies can be developed, 
what kinds of part-time work can 
be found, so that if they have a 
limited pension they may be able 
to supplement it by working for 
such periods as they are able to 
keep going. 

By far the largest question, of 
course, is the concern for men 
and women who could go on 
working full time and would like 
to do so, either in the work they 
are doing or in work for which 
they could be retrained. This is 
a problem, it seems to me, for 


industry and government repre- 
sentatives to work out together. 
&: 2 

I HAVE FOUND the series in 
a New York paper, called “Morals 
on the Campus,” very interesting. 
I picked out sentences in yester- 
day’s article to which I think we 
should give some thought: “De- 
spite the woeful plaints of many 
parents, it isn’t in any sense true 
that our youngsters are going to 
the dogs morally and immorally. 
There is no ‘revolt’ as there was 
in Scott Fitzgerald’s period of the 
‘Lost Generation’. What is true 
is that the young people are be- 
wildered.” 

I wonder if young people have 
not always been bewildered at 
the age when they now find them- 
selves in college. They are freer, 
they are on their own, they are 
not protected as they were when 
girls did not go to college. That 
doesn’t mean that the situation 
is worse or better. It simply 
means that both young and old 
should understand the situation 
better and be more frank about 
it. 

A man for whom I have long 
had great respect said to me the 
other day that he was. discour- 
aged by the state of the world, 
by the moral and ethical stand- 
ards of those around him, and he 
wondered if the real answer was 
not that religion had failed. He 
hoped it was not his religion, 
but he couldn’t claim that even 
his religion was handling the 
problem complete satisfactorily. 
I don’t think it is all the fault of 
religion. I think we are all in- 
volved in this question because 
we are living in a changing world 
and we have neither adjusted our 
religion, our homes, nor ourselves 
to the demands made by these 
changes.

summer, and they, too, should 


wear wide-brimmed hats.” 


There are, however, no clothes 
to shield you from the “prompt” 
radioactivity of the bomb, he 
warns. 


On the other hand, it is “abso- 
lutely false” that A-bomb surviv- 
ors who are touched by the 
bomb’s rays or the subsequent 
“fall out’—which means invisible 
ashes—will receive scars that 
turn into cancers. Thousands of 
persons lived through the Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki explosions, 
and five years later not one had a 
ray-caused cancer. Some Japa- 
nese could not have children for 
a while, Dr. Gerstell adds, but 
nearly all have produced healthy 
and normal youngsters since. 


The rays will not even make 
you permanently bald. Some 
Japanese lost some of their hair 
after the blasts, but in no case 
was baldness permanent. Nor is it

In his chapter on “How to 
Prepare,” Dr. Gerstell says fam- 
ilies living in large cities should 
begin giving some thought to 
sending away children, invalids 
and pets in case of war. He ex- 
pects that some Government aid 
will eventually be needed to ac- 
complish such long-term evacua- 
tion but urges parents to fa- 
miliarize themselves with the 
thought of moving youngsters to 
safer places. 

“A ‘safer place,’” he points out, 
“doesn’t necessarily mean hun- 
dreds of miles away. Even 10 or 
20 miles out from a city is much 
safer.” 

In the event of all-out war, too, 
there should be certain materials 
in every household. Dr. Gerstell 
suggests a first-aid kit, a first- 
aid book, several flashlights, 
heavy blinds or other material to

cover windows from within, small 
fire extinguishers, work clothes, 
gloves, rubbers and hats for all, 
a pail with a cover, a roll of toilet 
paper, and a radio.

you're still subject to injurief counted when he made his free 


from invisible atomic rays. Even 
many days after a blast “lingering 
radioactivity” may still be about. 
It may no longer hold any dan- 
ger, but you should wait for au- 
thorities to tell you—by radio, 
probably—which areas are safe 
to enter. 

But should you be touched by 
radiation, you may still not have 
much to worry about. Dr. Gerstell, 
who is a doctor of philosophy, not 
medicine, says that medical men 
have long worked with radioactiv- 
ity and know more about it than 
they do about the common cold. 

If no one is hurt at your house 
by the bomb, explosion, and there 
is no fire, you still have numerous 
safety rules to observe to make 
sure you don’t get any radioac- 
tive material inside your body. 
For instance, it is safe to eat 
anything that was in an unbroken 
package, can or jar and anything 
that was stored in a closed re- 
river ' or cupbosrd during a 
ye 

Dr., Gerstell is emphatically 
against your fleeing town after 
a blast unless local authorities 
order you to leave according to a 
plan.
